One report to the navy department 


says that 10 survivors already have 
been landed at some point on the 
coast. Normally, the Cherokee car- 
ried about 40 men. The tug is sup- 
posed .to have foundered in the heavy 
gale of yesterday.

ment made this announcement. 


"The navy department is advised 
that the U. S. S. Cherokee, a navy 
tug foundered yesterday morning off 
the Atlantic coast. Of the 40 aboard, 
five officers and 35 enlisted men, 10 
had been landed at last accounts, 
these having-been taken to Philadel- 
phia. Four dead were picked up by 
steamships.

CHRISTIAN IDEALS 


THE SUBJECT OF 


MISSION SERMON 


"The 
Ideals of Christian Manhood" 
was the topic of the lecture delivered 
by Rev. Father Rippell at St. Francis 
de Sales church Tuesday evening to an 
audience of men which filled the large 
church. It was the' third night of the 
Men's Mission which will be continued 
throughout the week. 
The sermon was a masterful presen- 
tation of the ideals which should actu- 
ate the life of the man of today. Fath- 
er Rippell said: 
. "In the wild scramble for money ana 
wordly things the world is becoming 
.worldly....T.wa.hundred years, .ago a 
group of men turned up a philosophy 
which 'overthrew God.- The universi- 
ties are filled In many instances with 
atheists and agnostics, and our own 
•country by its census is not a Christian 
nation. 
' "Accordirtg to census figures sixty 
million people admit they have no re- 
ligion at all.- Of the census report 40 
per cent of the remainder are Catho- 
lics. 
With the • overthrow of God by 
science they leave nothing to live for, 
only the fleeting and unsatisfactory 
pleasures of'this world. 
'-. "The disregard of God has .brought 
on the terrible conflict, France. Rus- 
sia, 
Germany, in fact the whole world 
.has tried to.overthrow God, and had 
forgotten Him. 
• ."The ideal of man should be religion, 
self-control 
and -development. How 
can men call themselves Christians and 
followers of Christ when they deny 
His Divinity. The reason 
a man 
loses his religion are three-fold: pride, 
ignorance and stubborness. They fall 
away from the Catholic church through 
love of ease and of the world. 
"Catholics should carry the love of 
God always in their-hearts and not be 
•ashamed of it. It is manly to pray, foe 
pray is but talking to God, and the 
man who is ashamed to carry a prayer 
book is a hypocrite. Obedience is an- 
other--virtue that is lacking, obedience 
to God, obedience to the Divine law and 
obedience to our country. The worth 
of a soldier is only proven by .his 
obedience, so is it in religion. Socialism 
is the effect of no religion. 
"A big ideal of man should be father 
love, for that is a love that cannot be 
bought," and Father Rippell in. conclu- 
sion said that a man who posed as a 
patriot, and had no family, was a hyp- 
ocrite, for he had no sons to give to 
the cause." 
The sermons will be continued each 
evening at 7:30 o'clock, preceded by 
the recitation of the Rosary and a 
short instruction. 
In the morning 
masses will be solemnized at 5 and 8 
o'clock.
